chanics $600 and more. I would be ashamed 
to have the minister receive less.’’ These 
words settled the argument in the minister's 
favor.

Smith, Bishop of Kentucky, But on August 
4, 1835, we come to definite written records,

And since of the $6,000 worth of stock 
issued to build a church Abraham Marland 
and his family took one half, or thirty shares, 
since Abraham Marland gave the land upon 
which the church was built, since Abraham 
Marland, his son-in-law, Benjamin Punchard 
and John Marland presented the organ, and 
since Abraham Marland in 1840 gave the 
burying-ground and in 1845 built and gave 
the present Rectory, completing, if we add 
the Glebe House what Bishop Lawrence said 
is probably the largest church property

’ Working Hours on E. R.A. 


The number of Andover’s unemployed 
; working on Federal local projects will reach 
a new low point during the next few weeks 
when the E.R.A. will be working under a 
giant of only $675 per week.

The E.R.A, at present is working on 
the Bradlee lawn, the Ballardvale playstead, 
sewing and on library research, y 
W.P.A, Grant Announced 


Andover’s first W.P.A. grant was an- 
nounced Tuesday. It was for $492 to be spent 
on labor for the construction of a tennis 
court, 66 x 120, at the playstead. It would 
employ 18 men. 

The town’s share is $324.90, which will 
have to be raised by special appropriation or 
by a transfer from the reserve fund.

However, in sp-aking of the early benefac 
tors who made our church possible, it is fitting 
to couple the name of Benjamin Punchard 
with that of his father-in-law, Abraham Mar 
land. He not only contributed largely to the 
support of the church during his life, but at 
his death in 1850 bequeathed it $7,000, the 
interest of $5,000 of which was to be perman 

ently applied to the support of the Rector. 
Our first church, a square wooden building, 
its facade adorned by four fluted columns and 
surmounted by a squat, wooden tower stood 
where the parish house stands now. It was 


| consecrated on October 31, 1837, the service 


being conducted by Bishop Griswold, who 
also preached, and the occasion being blessed 
by the good wishes of the clergy of the town

| Christmas lights and Christmas decorations 
jaccording to our beloved ritual. In a day 


when even a Christmas tree was an abomin- 
ation to most Andoverians, the South Church 


| not only offered us its building, but a great 


number of its members went forward to re- 
ceive the Sacrament at the hands of Bishop 
Griswold. ‘There was, indeed, a rare spirit of 
charity and Christian fellowship abroad in 


| Andover in those days. 


On other occasions before the new church 
was ready, services were conducted in the 
Masonic Hall in the Bank Building and the 
officiating clergyman was the Reverend 
James H. Tyng, our minister from 1836 to 
1837. Several visiting clergymen also took 
services for us during this period; besides Mr. 
Stone, Bishop Smith, and Bishop Griswold, 
already mentioned, there were Dr. Wain- 
weight, Mr. Clinch of Boston, Mr. Edson of 
Lowell, Mr. Kaufman, and Mr. Morse of

claims and demands of all persons.” It is 
interesting to note that the value of the pews

This first fifty years was marked not by 
any great events in our parish history, but by 
}a slow strengthening and deepening of our 
corporate life. Who knows what forces work 
at the hearts of a devoted body of church 
men and women, what prayers, what self- 
sacrifice, what deeds of charity, what revela- 
tions, what strivings after a better life. No 
historian can record these things. But we 
|} can catch glimpses in our old records of the 
work that was being done, as it was being 
| done in a thousand churches throughout the 
land, small deeds of generosity, and helpful 
ness whose aggregate built up the life of 
| Christ Church. 


| As at present the women of the parish 
played a leading part in these activities of 
the church.

For 
instance, a letter to the Benevolent Society | 
«s that the Reverend George B. Johnson, 
height five feet ten inche ht 140 pounds, 
be sent two flannel shirts, two pairs of woolen 
socks, two or three handker and two or 
three collars, while Mrs. Johnson, height five 
feet four inches, weight 145 pounds, required 
one gingham or colored dre one dark flan- 
nel petticoat, two night dresses, and two

“T do not think it (the list) seems too formid 
able, for for these Indian Deacons we provide 
the simplest things and y few in number 
Only two of each kind of underclothes of un 
bleached cotton and second hand, often, for 
outside.” There we get a vivid little picture 
of the hardships endured by our western 
missionaries which our ladies did something 
to alleviate. In 1881 the women conducted a 
fair which raised nearly $1,000 for the parish 
thus relieving it of financial pressure which 
it seemed at the time unable to meet. 


Wore Black Gloves on Good Friday 

I wish that time and materials permitted 
me to give a sketch of the minsiters of those 
first fifty years, the Reverend Samuel Fuller, 
who served from 1837 to 1843 and again 


from 1849 to 1859, the Reverand Henry 
Waterman, 1845-1859, the Reverend Ben 
jamin Babbitt, 1860-1868, the Reverend 


James Thompson, 1869-1874, who was so 
punctilious that he always wore black gloves 
in the pulpit on Good Friday, the Reverend 
Malcolm Douglass, 1875-1884, and the Rev 
erend Leverett Bradley, who at the age of 19 
was a veteran of the Civil War 
labored with all their strength for the good 
of the parish, Their loving care for the church 
and the fond memories they have left in the 
hearts of their parishioners will never be for- 


their wives, who for half a century helped 
build up that spiritual unity without which 
a parish is nothing. 


As the fiftieth anniversary of the founding 
of Christ Church approached, plans were 
made for celebrating the occasion. The 
church building, already hallowed by memo 
ries of half a century had undergone various 
improvements. In 1851 accommodations 
had been provided for the Sunday School in 
the basement. The chancel had been en- 
larged in 1860. Mrs. E. C. Greene had pre- 
sented the baptismal font and the silver com- 
munion service in 1864. And in 1883 Mr. 
Horace H. Tyer and Miss Catherine L. Tye 
in memory of their deceased parents Horace 
G. and Elizabeth Tyer had given $2,000 to be 
held in trust as a nucleus for a chime of bells. 
The old building, somewhat rude and primi 
tive though it must have been, had gathered 
about itself many evidences of the love of the 
parish, 

At the suggestion,of the Rector, the Rever- 
end Leverett Bradley, a committee was ap- 
pointed to make plans for the anniversary. 
In the midst of its deliberations a letter of the 
greatest importance reached it of which I 
shall quote a part. 


“New York, August 21,1 


To the Rector, Wardens, and Vestry of Christ 
Church, Andover, Mass, 


Gentlemen:—It has been in my mind ever 
| since my father’s death in 1880, that I would 
at some future time, erect in Andover, an 
enduring memorial to his memory, and to 
the memory of my mother, who died in 1855. 

Your records will show that they were 
amongst the early members of the Church, 
having connected themselves with it in 1836, 
shortly after they arrived from Scotland, 
and that they were constant attendants upon 
its services as long as their health permitted. 

I have been so much gratified with the suc- 
cessful labours of your new Rector, that a 
plan has suggested itself to my mind that 
will be most congenial to my feelings, and I 
trust, acceptable to you. 

With your permission and J trust your 
cordial cooperation, I will build a stone 
church on the site of the present building, at 
a cost not exceeding twenty-five thousand 
dollars ($25,000). 

As soon as | am notified of the acceptance 
of the foregoing offer I will be ready to exe- 
cute such papers as you may think proper, 
binding me and my estate to the fulfillment 
of the same, 

Yours very truly, 
John Byers.” 


It was obvious that a new era was opening 
for the parish, which was to be symbolized by 
a more beautiful, more gracious, more useful 
church building. Plans for the semi-centen 
nial went on, somewhat modified by the 
approaching construction of the new church, 
and on All Saints Day, 1885, it was held in 
the presence of many who had been connected 
with the parish from its earliest days. It was 
with especial pleasure that Di, Fuller, the 
first rector, was welcomed back by his friends. 
Mr. Bradley delivered a commemorative dis 
course, Dr, Fuller addressed a memorial ser 
vice held by the Sunday School in the after 
noon, and a copper bronze tablet was placed 
within the church bearing these words, ‘To 
the founders, by an appreciative and grateful 
Parish, on the Fiftieth Anniversary of its 
organization,” 


Fire Destroys Old Church 

Meanwhile plans for the new church were 
being perfected, and the Newman estate, 
just to the south of the old church was pur- 
chased as the proper location for the build 
ing. Then suddenly apparent disaster, though 
perhaps a blessing in disguise befell. To quote 
Mr. Bradley: “On Sunday evening, February 
28, 1886, just before a service for confirma 
tion, the old church was discovered to be on 
fire \ strong, cold wind was blowing at the 
time, which soon carried the flames into the 


j saving the building. In three-quarters of an 
hour the frame The Rectory escaped 
only by the coldness, rapidity and direction 
of the wind, It was a blizzard—one not soon 
to be forgotten by those living near the burn- 
| ing chureh. Nearly all the moveable property 
was saved. The copper bronze tablet in mem 
ory of the founders of the Parish, dedicated 
at the semi-centennial, was broken by a fall, 
and parts of it were melted beyond recogni 
tion,”

So Christ Church started on its seond fifty 
years, which have now come to a close, under | 
the happiest auspices, with a new and beauti- 
ful church building, a new parish house, and 
with the loving wishes of a host of friends 
Like a nation—happy is that church which 
has no history, and for half a century under | 
the devoted “guidance of our Rectors, the} 
| Reverend Leverett Bradley, 1884 to 1888, 
the Reverend Palmer, 1888-1913, 
and the Reverend Charles W. Henry our 
story has been one of peaceful and happy 
growth and of a strengthening of those bonds | 
which unite us to our fellow townsmen and to 
the greater body of the church without our 
borders. Seeds planted in the past have con 
tinued to blossom and bear fruit; and other 
sturdy growths have made their appearance 
in due numbers. The Women’s Guild has con- 
tinued its not only helpful but essential ac- | 
tivities and has held many successful fairs 
and carnivals, for which Mr. Jerome Cross 
has often generously lent his estate, The 
most noteworthy of these was the Shakes- | 
peare Festival held in October, 1915, which | 
cleared the church of debt. When the new 
church was built Mr. Horace Tyer and Miss 
Catherine Tyer transferred their gift of | 
$2,000 for a chime of bells toward the ex 
pense of a new organ. To this sum they gener 
ously added, and our organ today is a memor- | 
ial to their mother and father, Moreover, at | 
her death Miss Tyer left us a bequest of $10,- 

; 000. But the church was still without a bell | 
until the Girls’ Friendly Society, founded in 
1884, loyally supported by the Women’s | 
Guild, raised $425 to purchase one. Other | 
groups which flourish in mutual cooperation | 
with the church are the Junior Women’s 
Guild, St. Catherine’s Guild, the Boy Scouts, 
\the Young People’s Fellowship, and the 
| Men’s Club. 
| In the tragic days of the Great War our| 
church did its full share in what we all be- | 
| lieved was the battle for right. On December 
| 23, 1917, at morning prayer, our service flag 
was unfurled, a flag which now bears seventy- 
nine stars. The Armistice was celebrated on 
November 11, 1918, in a Peace Thanksgiving 
service, and six days later a great throng 
crowded the church for the Victory Service. 
In 1919 a special Memorial Service was held 
in commemoration of Thomas W. Platt, Jr., 
and William Pert, who gave their lives for the 
cause. 

Christ Church has always enjoyed a cordial 
relationship with Phillips and Abbot Acade- 
mies. Our best account of the first Christmas 
service is found in a letter from Mr. George 
T. Clark, who was in 1835 a student at the | 
Academy. Every Sunday a group of Phillips 
boys and Abbot girls attend our morning 
service, and many of them are confirmed in 
this church. The credence in the chancel and 
some of the hymn books you are using are a 
memorial to Harold Ames Hatch, Jr., a Phil- 
lips Academy boy in the class of 1924, who 
taught in our Sunday School.

Tells of Recent Gifts 

All about us we see evidences of the affec 
tion of our members for their church. The | 
beautiful altar and reredos, inlaid with holly 
and rosewood, and the blue windows you see | 
before you were given in 1934 as a memorial 
to Francis Howe Johnson and Mary Beach 
Johnson, who also left $2,000 for the Music 
Fund. An enlarged chancel, the baptismal 
font, the cathedral glass windows, the crosses 
vases, the children’s altar, and the furniture 
for the children’s corner are all gifts of the 
years since 1914. On November 1, 1926, the 
parish house addition was opened containing 
a new kitchen, a guild room, a choir room, a 
Rector’s study, and a sacristy. This permitted 
the old parish house to be made into a big 
hall and recreation room, Credit should be 
given to Mr, A, B. Le Boutillier, formerly 
Senior Warden, for designing the new parish 
house, It was also Mr. Le Boutillier who de- 
signed the new altar, and who carved the 
children’s altar and the credence, 


It would be a happy circumstance if the | 
parish possessed certain articles of furniture 
associated with the first church. When the | 
new altar was put in place in 1934, the origin- 
al communion table, in use from 1837-1860 
was found under the old altar and is now in | 
the church, The original bishop's chair, now 
among the articles on exhibition, brought 
from England as a gift from Abraham Mar- 
land, is at present owned by a church in 
North Billerica, The original baptismal font | 
has disappeared, and so far a thorough search 
has not disclosed it. Some day, perhaps, 
these articles, rich in associations, will be | 
restored to us,
